Peace Talk Gets Nowhere 


With Dictators in Italy 


and Germany 


LONDON, England — (JP)— Italy and 


Germany have struck three blows at 
British foreign policy which Wednes- 
day started rumors of cleavage be- 
tween Prime Minister Chamberlain 
and Viscount Halifax, foreign secre- 
tary. 


Insurgent general Granco, presum- 


ably on the advice of the German and 
Italian dictators, ,was said to have 
balked at Briton's plan for getting 
foreign fighters out of Spain. 


Premier Mussolini has resumed anti- 


British propaganda in spite of the 
British-Italian friendship agreement. 


Chancellor Hitler, despite avowals 


of devotion to peace, gave Europe 
continued jitters with a program of 
army maneuvers some critics regard- 
ed as a dress rehearsal for war. 


As a result mainly of the Spanish 


and Czechoslovak-German 
problems, 


officals here said, Lord Halifax is 
convinced that it is impossible to have 
peace without taking a firmer stand 
against dictators. Chamberlain's pol- 
icy has been to try to moderate—rather 
than to oppose completely—Germany's 
ambition toward Central Europe. He 
sent Viscount Runciman to Praha as 
"unofficial" mediator to appease Ger- 
many's desire for control of Czechos- 
lovakia's 3,500,000 German minority by 
some means short of gran-ling them 
autonomy. 


Lord Halifax recently has been see- 


ing Anthony Eden, his 
predecessor 


who resigned February 20 in protest 
against Chamberlain's policy of deal- 
ing with Italy and Germany! Informed 
sources said that Lord Halifax has 
come to believe Eden's stronger pol- 
icy against dictators is right.

dent Roosevelt asserted emphatically 
Thursday that the people of the United 
States "will not stand idly by if dom- 
ination of Canadian soil is threatened 
by any othe rempire."

Queen's university, expressed sincere 
friendship for Canada as a member 
of the "fellowship of the Americas."

As in many other diseases, rest is of

WASHINGTON —, The senate i; 


growing younger faster than it i; 
gaining personality, a condition em- 
phasized in recent days by the an- 
nounced intcntiion of Jim Ham Lewis 
of Illinois to withdraw with all his 
plumage. 


The fact is that two elder members 


of the senate have decided to turn in 
their chips, a pair of senators as oppo- 
site in tone and temperament as it 
would be possible to find. 


Besides Senator Lewis, Senator Hale 


of Maine has decided to quit at the 
end of another session. These things 
are of perhaps no great note to the 
ivorage American. 


In his 20 years or more of Senate 


service, Hale probably lias never made 
norc than a dozen speeches, each of 
which wsa written out in advance 
and delivered in the Senate in the 
nanner of a New Englandcr who has 
•set himself a stern, unpleasant duty, 
and will perform it, come what may. 


The quiet dress and wordless de- 


meanor of Senator Hale was offset in 
multiple by Senator Lewis. He had a 
carceras fascinating as his manner and 
dress. A colonel in the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war, 
he broke into politics in 


far-off Seattle, representing the stale 
of Washington for a time in Congress. 
Halfway across the continent he mov- 
ed, to Chicago. There he was three 
times elected to the senate. During 
the war he was on a special assign- 
ment by the president to Europe.

Lewis spoke in the senate in a man- 


ner that was often a torment to news- 
men. 
If in the course of a speech he 


ever delivered a sentence of less than 
20 words, it has escaped us. We once 
hunted out one that ran 150 words, 
containing subject matter for at least 
three paragraphs and perhaps a couple 
of chapters. 


The Senator at times has become 


so involved in a sentence that it seem- 
ed only prayer and fasting could res- 
cue him. At other times when al 
seemed lost, and it became apparent 
to straining listeners that the sub- 
ject had gone speeding down the mail 


j line leaving the predicate helpless on 


siding, he would make a coupling 


that would confound any grammati- 
cal switchman. And if the above sen- 
tence looks complex, compare it with

WASHINGTON - The ballyhooed 


Roosevelt effort to save the Democra- 
tic party for the New Deal in 1940 
has boiled down to these two aspects: 
"Can the New Deal save several pro- 
administration senators from defeat?" 
and "How far will Roosevelt go to de- 
feat foes in Georgia, South Carolina 
and Maryland?" 


Republican leaders and Democratic 


conservatives say Roosevelt has lost 
his polilical nerve. They base Ihis on 
his conlinued failure to attack any 
New Deal senator, to his ruther mild 
endorsement of some of his strongesl 
supporters, and to evident unwilling- 
ness to nose in on congressional pri- 
maries where his man is likely to be 
licked. 


Three States Key to "Purge" 


The theory may be sustained or de- 


flated by what Roosevelt does in these 
three southern stoles, in each of which 
a definite effort to teat an incumbent 
Democratic senator has been planned.

Committee further indicated the laok 
of administration cohesion in primary 
fights. Toward the end, minor New 


Dealers and newspaper correspondents 
residing in Virginia who worked for 
Dodd were complaining they hadn't 
even received as much help from 
Washington as had been promised. 


What they wanted most was public 


endorsement of Dodd from State De- 
partment Counsellor R. Walton Moore 
Smith's predecessor. But Roosevelt 
wouldn't ask Moore and others who 
approached the aged counsellor failed 
lo persuade him. Gorevmor Price of 
Virginia, although at war with Sen- 
ator Harry Byrd, 'avoided the fray. 
The ratio of Smith's 3-1 victory, rather 
than the victory itself, was a bad 
shock to New Dealers and a big win 
for the Byrd machine.
